Near-Record Vote 
In Annual Election 
Of S.E.C. Members 



LPP Bill 

Harshly 
Received 

Lack of Confidence 
Motion Almost 
Defeats Govt. 



The last Mock Parliament to be 
held here this year took place last 
night and saw defeated by a 79-56 
vote the Labor Processive Party 
Bill to "develop raw materials, in 
dustry and trade in order to avoid 
depression and advance the Cana- 
dian economy." , The LPP held the 
governmental scat 1 !, while the op^ 
position was provided by the CCF 
party members. 

During the opening debate, one 
member introduced a motion of 
non-confidence In the government; 
which. If carried, would have 
meant the immediate suspension of 
procedure and the cancellation of 
the session. Both the Prime Min 
ister and the Opposition lender 
voted down this amendment, which 
p as ultimately defeated "since the 
purpose of the session" was to de 
bate. 

Two amendments to the Bill, one 
by the Progressive Conservatives 
and the other suggested by the 
CCF, were also voted down by an 
overwhelming majority. The gov- 
ernment-proposed Bill called for a 
five-year plan designed to improve 
Canada's economy through the na 
tionalization of natural resources. 
Democratic Procedure Demanded 

Prime Minister William Ornsleln 
presented the Bill to the House 
after having sharply criticized the 
"Abbott austerity plan with its dire 
consequences for the standard of 
living of the Canadian people.' 
John Oliver, leader of His Ma 
Jesty's Loyal Opposition there 
upon insisted that a new clause be 
added to the Bill, "reaffirming the 
faith of the House in parliamentary, 
multiple-party government and in 
political freedom." This amend 
mont was voted down by the LPP 
government; while the Progressive 
Conservatives and Liberals voted 
against both the amendment and 
the original Bill. 

The PC amendment called for 
the elimination of the clause con- 
cerning government control, and

Dean Clark Conducts 
Begger's Opera Wed. 



When Dean Douglas Clark raises 
his baton on the evening of Wed- 
nesday, March 17th, McGlll's 
Inter-Faculty sponsored production 
of one of the greatest favorites in 
musical-comedy history, "The Beg- 
gar's Opera," will be finally under 
way after months of preparations. 

Mbyte Hall's austere walls will 
resound with the boisterous humor 
and lilting melodies that John Gay 
introduced to the English public 
more than two centuries ago, and 
which have entertained peoples of 
all races and classes throughout 
the world to the present day. The 
appeal of this bubbling mirthful 
show Is universal and time has not 
dimmed its popularity. Few Broad- 
way productions of this age can 
boast a more tuneful score, more 
colorful characters and more lusty 
humor. Brilliant dialogue, biting 
wit and a truly life-like conception 
of the story have contributed to- 
wards its becoming a perennial 
favorite with musical-comedy fans 
everywhere. 

Opera's History 

"The Beggar's Opera" began its 
lengthy career at Lincoln's Inn 
Fields In 1728, and the production 
immediately launched a storm of 
criticism by leaders of government, 
church and society. Party officials 
and aristocrats gasped in awe at 
the bawdy satire which they knew 
was directed at themselves but for 
which they could find no excuse 
to suppress. The greatest literary 
figures of the time commented 
publicly on this astounding new 
form of entertainment. 

Sir John Hawkins denounced the 
opera as injurious to society. He 
claimed it was having immoral ef- 
fects on the lower classes. The de- 
bonair swashbuckling MacIIeath, 
hero of the play, had become the 
idol of once law-abiding citizens 
who had been captivated by the 
charms of idleness and criminal 
pleasures. 

The eminent Dr. Johnson on the 
other hand, declared that in his be- 
lief, too much Importance had been 
attached to the effects of the opera 
and that he would be very sorry to 
sec it suppressed. "There is in it 
so much of real London life," he 
said, "so much brilliant wit, and 
such a variety of airs, which, from 
early association of ideas, engage, 
soothe, and enliven the mind, that 
no performance which the theatre 
exhibits delights me more." 
CONTROVERSIES 

Disputes and controversies con- 
cerning the production were many 



and long-lasting. Some believed it to 
be a satire on Italian opera which 
had become the most fashionable 
form of entertainment in England 
at the time. Others considered it a 
social and political satire while 
still others raised their eyebrows 
and regarded it as chalcnge to 
morality. But regardless of the 
criticisms and comments of others, 
the general public took the show 
to their hearts. To them it was 
nothing more than a few hours of 
relaxing entertainments packed 
with music and laughter for both 
young and old to enjoy. 

There have been many revivals 
of "The Beggar's Opera" since 1728, 
and its charm has as yet shown no 
sign of tarnishing. When the Mc- 
Gill production opens its four day 
run, the opera's lovable characters 
will again walk the boards: Mr. and 
Mrs. Pcachum, the crafty and 
charming parents of the heroine, 
Polly; Mr. Lock"', the scheming 
keeper of Newgate Prison; Cap- 
tain Macheath, the gay and care- 
free hero; Filch. Mat of the Mint, 
the Beggar, Lucy Lockit, Diana 
Trapes, Johnny Diver and many 
others. 

The large cast is headed by vet- 
eran entertainer Jack Waud as 
Peachum, with Audrey Hutchison 
as his wife. Jean Aulcnbach of the 
Faculty of Music is playing Polly, 
while Shirley Sproulc, also of the 
Faculty, is playing Lucy Lockit, the 
other woman, in what starts out as 
a triangle. Art's student Andy Sis- 
son is the amorous Captain Ma- 
cheath, while Mary Campbell as the 
slatternly Jenny Diver, Joan Jack- 
son Dunbar as the girl-soaked Dia- 
na Trapes and Hugh Taschcreau as 
the un-principlcd jailor Mr. Lockit, 
arc featured amongst the princi- 
pals. 

Jack Waud is directing the show 
from the acting and staging angle, 
while Dean Clark is supervising 
the singing and orchestral accom- 
paniment. The orchestra, composed 
of members and students of the 
Faculty of Music, will be conducted 
by the Dean himself.

Inside Insight 



•Develop our Country' 
Says H. Green, M.P. 



"Our main plan for Canada is 
that there should be an all out 
drive to develop the country." said 
Howard Green. M.P., in an ad- 
dress to the McGill Progressive 
Conservative Club in the McGill 
Union ballroom yesterday after- 
noon. 

The topic of Mr. Green's address 
was "Will Canada Become A Great 
Nation?" He stated that this was 
the responsibility of the young peo- 
ple of Canada, and that it would 
require action and not wishes. 
Canadian Situation 

Summing up the present situa- 
tion in Canada, Mr. Green stressed 
our high standard of living, and 
tremendous development during 
the war. He stated that we have 
great natural resources, sound in- 
stitutions, and a good international 
record. Combined with the good 
character of the Canadian people 
this presents a great opportunity 
and challenge. 

Mr. Green summarized fhc pre- 
sent position of the Liberal govern- 
ment in the words of the Hon. C. 
G. Power, "The Liberal Party is 
travelling in the ditches of exped- 
iency-first right, then left." He 
itatcd that an appetite for power 
had been engendered by the situa- 
tion during the war. Mr. Green 
criticized the austerity program, in- 
augurated only after months of de- 
lay, citing the non-discrimination 
clause and the imposition of excise 
taxes not sanctioned by law. He 
stated that with the imminent re- 
tirai of Mr. King, the Liberal Party 
was reaching the end of an era. 
CCF. Objective 

"The immediate objective of the 
C.C.F. is to be the official opposi- 
tion, and not the government," said 
Mr. Green, stressing that the So- 
cialists have not Dominion-wide re- 



presentation. The C.C.F. claim that 
a planned economy worked during 
the war ignores the forfeiture of 
personal liberties at that time. Mr. 
Green charged the C.C.F. with 
placing no value on the initiative 
of the individual Canadian, and 
stated that this was no way to pro- 
vide leadership for the country. 
"Canadians will not be pushed 
around by civil servants or politi- 
cians." 

"The four items, the lack of which 
acording to Mr. Abbott is the 
cause of our present austerity pro- 
gram, are coal, oil, iron, and cot- 
ton," stated Mr. Green. "We have 
more than adequate resources of 
three of these, coal, oil, and iron — 
why not develop them?" The key 
to the whole future of Canada is 
to encourage the initiative of the 
ordinary Canadian. 

Outlines P.C. Program 
In outlining the program the 
Progrcsivc Conservative Party ad- 
vocates to achieve this, Mr. Green 
stressed the importance of checking 
the unfairness of a minority in 
business. He stated that the Com- 
bines Investigation Act should be 
strengthened greatly. He urged the 
necessity for a program of security 
for the Individual, especially old 
age and disability security. He also 
urged better treatment for vete- 
rans. "Canada should stand up for 
what she believes to be right" — 
both In regard to Commonwaelth 
relations and the United Nations. 

"We believe that we can give 
Canada bold leadership. We want 
your help." "Above all, it is neces- 
sary to retain faith in Canada," 
concluded Mr. Green. 

The speaker was introduced by 
W. L. Archer and thanked by Roy 
Jackson.

The first of three performances 
of James Thurbcr's and Elliott 
Nugent's "Male Animal" was pre- 
sented in Theatre I of Dawson Col- 
lege last night before a large gath- 
ering. Under the direction of 
George Falle, the Dawson players 
acquitted themselves well— their 
performance being especially note- 
worthy, considering that the most 
of the participants were on the 
stage for the first time. 

Although the lack of spontaneity 
and natural form were noticeable 
in the first few minutes, this dis- 
appeared as the action got under 
way and the actors recovered from 
their initial shock. 

The plot of the play revolves 
about a letter written by a con- 
demned convict. When an English 
professor makes known his inten- 
tion to read this letter as a power- 
ful and beautiful mode of expres- 
sion, the announcement causes 
considerable concern from the ex- 
tremely reactionary Board of Trus- 
tees. His threatened dismissal from 
the faculty causes quite a furore I 
and the events which follow in- 1 
volves the private lives of many 
people. 

The tenseness of the plot Is pleas- 
antly refreshed, occassionally by 
the hilarious stream of alcoholic 
humor running through it. The at- 
tempted philosophy of freedom is 
applied rather thickly and be- 
comes somewhat today in places. 
But by the clumsy actions of the 
colored maid, played by R.A. Mc- 
Lcod and the brawn-sans-brain 
football heroes, as portrayed by 
Clark Newton and Bill McCallum, 
the situation is saved from being 
a melodrama. 

Professor Tommy Turner, the 
male lend in the play, was handled 
very capably by Brian Burke, who 
must be given a great deal of cedil. 
During the various scenes of the 
three-act comedy, he carried the 
absent-minded professor through a 
routine home life, wife trouble be- 
cause of an old boy-friend, and a 
hilarious drunk scene, where he 
delivers a lecture on the Male 
Animal to the editor of the college 
paper. 

Playing opposite him is Aggie 
Orllck as his wife. Her acting in 
a very emotional role is very-well 
handled, considering her amateur 
status and lack of experience for 
such a difficult part.

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NEW WRITING FORGES AHEAD 



The Forge, which everyone nt Mi-Gill tindcr- 
ttands by tliis time to refer to the students' 
literary innpazinc, will soon put in an nppenr- 
anec for the current, session. In more than one 
toner it has now become something of a veteran 
publication. The first issue wns printed in 1938, 
and since then (i.e. for nearly three college 
fenerations) it has appeared at least once an- 
nually, without interruption. Facing many dis- 
couragements in its enreer, and never as pros- 
perous, perhaps, as it deserved to be, consider- 
ing the merit of the cause and the ambitions 
standards of its editors, The Forge has never- 
theless shown a kind of stubborn vitality, which 
not even the war could extinguish. Thanks to the 
courage and patience of the managing board, 
and to the patronage of students who were 
curious to know what their more articulate 
friends could find to say, the magazine lias 
acquired a good, healthy tradition. 

The original aim of The Forge was to pro- 
mote good writing among the students at McGill. 
Although it was hatched in the Arts Faculty, it 
was meant to be not an exclusively under- 
graduate magazine, but a medium for the whole 
complex of McGill schools and faculties. Nor 
was there any thought of competing against 
The Daily. The object was to provide an in- 
centive for student writers to do deliberate and 
careful work of high grade by conferring special 
status on Mich writing— that of material singled 
out for more distinctive and permanent form 
than would be possible in a newspaper. 

The first hopes of The Forgr. have not been 
wholly realized: prewar optimism dreamed of a 
bi-monthly or of a monthly magazine, small 
though the university was in those spacious days; 
and it was never found easy, with the best in- 
tentions, to persuade, students outside the Arts 
Faculty that it, was their medium of expression, 
as well as something to buy; nor wns there often 
n quite satisfactory balance of power among 
articles, stories, and poems. Yet the editors 
deserve credit, in view of their difficult problems, 
for discovering a workable formula which kept 
the magazine a going concern and handed on an 
opportunity to add something to the tradition. 
There had been brilliant literary journalism at 
McGill Some years before The Forge; but 
it had lacked equal staying power, partly be- 
cause the editors failed to make provision for 
their own succession. Jn any event, 7Vic Forgr, 
made an effort to get as gond writers as could 
be recruited, and to apply disinterested criteria 



of judgment. They simply wanted as good as 
they could get of sensibility, thought, and ex- 
pression. McGill students arc various, of course, 
in their backgrounds, ideals, and habits of ex- 
pression, and their training does not iron out 
these differences in the interest of any particular 
programme or philosophy. If there is any hall 
mark that McGill puts on all her students, it 
would be hard to say what it is. 77ic Forge in 
reflecting these facts has been fairly representa- 
tive, within its limits, of the university itself. 
One can also safely say that the magazine has 
always been good enough to compare favorably 
in variety, significance, and quality, with similar 
ventures at other universities. 

This year there is reason to expect that 
The Forgr. will make an excellent showing. The 
editors hnvc been enthusiastic, and have spared 
no pains to make it good; the Students' Execu- 
tive Council has shown generous and appreciat- 
ive good will; the university hns never had a 
larger supply of mature students to rely on for 
copy; The Forgr, having prepared its best now 
for its rentiers, naturally hopes that they can 
improve and enjoy it. The selected poems, essays, 
stories, will perhaps have a value not only 
today; but in later years it may be of interest to 
sec what thoughts and tastes represented here 
in 1948 have borne fruit. 

One thing is sure: unless the. younger writers 
in Canada have their opportunity to write and 
to be read and heard; to see their work object- 
ively, and to discover how it is regarded, then 
Canadian literature will be the loser. If they 
are willing In give time and thought to it, the 
rest of us can at least wish them luck. We can 
also try to avoid discouraging them, and our- 
selves, by too much insistence that the time is 
out of joint, and -that literature is going to suffer 
more than most enterprises in the brave new 
world. There is not enough bravery in that 
thought. One henrs different theories about what 
makes the world go round— ambition, power, 
trnde, love — but none of these could go fnr with- 
out the good companionship of hope. Almost 
literally we live on it. If there is anything to 
be gained from our next crop of Canadian 
writers, it should be showing itself in such 
ventures as 77tc Forge. NOTHING will happen, 
nothing will be discovered, unless they have 
their chance to experiment, to learn, to put their 
navigation to the test. Let them have, for all 
it is worth," the conviction that the game is 
worth playing.— H. G. FILES.

"This year's Forge is livelier and 
more sincere than last year's Tech- 
nically It is also much better pro- 
duced. The reading of poetry over 
the air should be done more often." 



The Daily Meets An Editorial Board; 
Finds Forge Lively H Controvesial 



The guiding spirit of this year's 
Forge is Norman Lcvine. When 1 
spoke to him yesterday he was fill- 
ed with enthusiasm for McGill's 
Literary Magazine, and having had 
a sneak preview myself, I feel his 
work is justified. It's a good effort. 

The entire editorial board need- 
ed little pumping to start them 
talking of their magazine which 
they feel is representative of creat- 
ive writing at McGill. The scope 
has been expanded this year to in- 
clude critical articles as well as 
stories and poems. Norm thinks It 
significant, however, that thirteen 
out of the sixteen contributors arc 
student-veterans and that their 
greater maturity Is reflected in the 
style and subject matter they treat. 
Of writers generally he said: "I 
think that all writers have to be 
poets at heart." 

At this point In the interview. 
Bill Ecclcs, the historian of the 
quintet, categorically objected, and 
he related a talc of his being bitten 
by a pig. Denis Giblin, a bio-chem- 



ist, came to his support, with a re- 
mark that writing need not be a 
major occupation. It was admitted,

however, that science and art arc 
not incompatible. 



Chris Wanklyn, an English stu- 
dent who summered in Mexico, de- 
fends the place of poetry as a dis- 
tinct art. But Pat Johnston, the 
only woman of the group, feels a 
critical attitude is a necessary pre- 
lude to any writing. She is work- 
ing on a thesis about the time as- 
pect in modern fiction. Pat was 
educated in Dublin. 

Illustrations are Innovation 

They consider the illustrlaions in 
Forge a great innovation. Guy Dcs- 
barats designed the striking im- 
pressionistic cover, and Felicity 
Piers (Daily cartoonist) drew the 
incidental motifs. 

The new Forge will perhaps be 
looked on in time as a milestone 
in the development of the college 
magazire in Canada, and this year's 
editorial board arc justly proud of 
the quality of creative writing 
produced by McGill students. They 
hinted that this Issue was likely to 
become a collector's item, and It 
could be so. — B. S.

May I through flte medium of 
this column voice a most serious 
objection to the high handed auto- 
cratic manner in which certain 
motions were acted upon at the 
Students Society Meeting of Feb. 
25. 1948. I am referring particularly 
to the motion concerning amend- 
ments as regains representation to 
the S.E.C. 

Following a discussion period on 



an amendment proposed by a mem- 
ber of the Faculty of Dentistry a 
vote was called lor while there was 
still demand ior further discussion. 
The vote was called for "In favor 
of the amendment". This did not 
clearly specify whether It was the 
original amendment as proposed by 
the S.E.C. or the amendment to the 
amendment as proposed by the 
Dental Faculty. However, votes 
were cast in favour of, and against 
the motion. No count was taken. 
Mr. Balion pronounced the motion 
defeated. At this stage in the pro- 



ceedings there wag an objection 
from the floor and clarification of 
the motion and a new vote was 
called for. Agiin on this second 
show of hands no count was made, 
and again Mr. Ballon announced 
the defeat of the motion. By this 
time confusion reigned complete, 
and many who had come to support 
our cause found that due to the 
confusion, they had abstained from 
voting or had actually cast their 
ballot for the wrong side.

The new edition of FORGE offers 
the only published sample of crea- 
tive literary endeavor at McGill 
University for 1947-48. It contains 
poetry, fiction, and non-flctlon, 
fronted by an abstract cover-design 
that is a step In the right direction. 
But qnce the curtain's up, It Is a 
disappointment to find that this 
year's literary show lacks sub- 
stance, discipline, and clarity. 

UNDERGRAD WRITING NOT 
PROFESSIONAL 

Undcrgrad writing is not neces- 
sarily as capable as the best pro- 
fessional writing, but in theory, at 
least, it has ample opportunity to 
be belter than the writing in run- 
of-the-mill commercial magazines. 
Presumably it has no formula to 
meet, no narrow editorial taste to 
pique, no mass prejudice to coun- 
ter. The Times and The Nation will 
not be likely to plague It with 
columns of unfeeling criticism. 
Since it may largely escape the 
professional bogies of financial and 
critical responsibility, it Is free to 
be diversified and intelligently ex 
pcrlmcntal in Its content and 
methods. The Forge has not taken 
advantage of its opportunity. Not 
only docs It refrain from saying 
things clearly, with an eye to be- 
ing understood; It often comes 
perilously close to having nothing 
to say. 

WORKED FOR NEW YORK 
MAGAZINE 

Two years ago I had access to 
several different college literary 
magazines. They had been sent to 
the editor oî the New York wom- 
en's magazine for which I worked, 
and It was part of my Job to watch 
for usable talent Frequently there 
were things which were too good 
for the standardized demands of 
the magazine. Obviously, good 
writing Is being done by college 
students', whether or not that writ- 
ing is Immediately saleable Is less 
important. What seem important Is 
the fact that Forge does not com- 
pare very favorably with similar 
undergraduate publications. 
YOLANDE NOT QUITE 
FITZGERALD 

Only three pieces of fiction are 
displayed: "Yolande", by Christ 
opher Wanklyn, 'Tremor", by John 
H. Cosgrove, and "Before and At 
ter", by Dorothy More. "Yolande" 
takes place during a summer visit 
in Mexico, where the boys drink, 
date Mexican girls, and wait for 
checks from father. In the style 
of New Yorker fiction the mys- 
tery surrounding their girl, Yolande 
is never explained. The tone is 
somewhat similar to Scott Fitz- 
gerald's stories of rich young 
Americans living abroad, but un- 



like cither Fitzgerald or good New 
Yorker fiction, the inadequate 
characterization defeats the point. 
Colorful Mexican background helps 
but it docs not constitute n story. 

"Thrcmor" Is a conservation be- 
tween two people who arc un- 
happily In love. The dialogue is 
stilted and melodramatic; the peo- 
ple are intentional enigmas who do 
nothing to moke the piece more 
believable. 

NO SINGLE ILLUMINATION 
The author of "Before and Afa- 
tcr" had such a good story in mind 
that readers can easily forgive her 
lack of skill in handling it. It con- 
cerns two adolescent girls who il- 
lustrate a crisis in growing up. The 
single illuminating sentence is 
missing; ineffectively, the author 
shies away from the climax. But 
here is a story worth publishing 
because both Intent and content 
are thoughtful, sincere, and impor 
tant. 

"Heavy, Heavy", a "prose-poem' 
by W. D. MacCallan leaves the re> 
viewer with little to add. The de- 
vices of monotony and repetition 
fail to establish a mood, and the 
piece docs not seem to attempt any 
thing else. 

SOME POEMS DISCRIMINATING 

If it were not for Editor Norman 
Lcvine, Forge's poetry would be 
sadly Inept. His "Autumn" and "A 
Dead Airman Speaks" show con 
siderable vitality and skill; they 
also indicate that the poet knows 
words, that he has learned to dis- 
criminate and to revise. He builds 
concrete, palpable Images to em- 
body concrete, communicable ideas. 
His symbolisms are unusual, but 
certainly not impossible. 

'The leaves blew trains' depart- 
ures and the sheaves 
' Blushed a colour the trees never 
dreamed of." 

He seems to lack sufficiently im- 



portant themes, but he docs justice 
to what he attempts. 

"Autumn-St. Isidore." by Peter 
Scott, has some good lines (ex- 
cepting the first-person stanzas) 
which tend to carry what is less 
good by their weight. 

Other Toels Not Responsible 

Mr. MacCallan, Mr. Tallman, Mr, 
Glblln, Mr. Heuser, and Mr. Llebee 
are noth communicating Ideas or 
Images In responsible verse; they 
are needlessly vague and prefer- 
ably Incoherent. Often they lean 
toward the "blood and guts" school 
of diction, but they lack Its virility 
since they seem to have nothing 
substantial, Intellectually or pic 
torially. to say. Mr. Heuser's die 
lion Is more fragile but even more 
Incomprehensible. 

ARTICLES ARE ADULT 

The non-fiction is far more salis 
fying than cither the poetry or fic- 
tion. In "Forced March", Bruce D 
Campbell tells an absorbing nar- 
rative with commendable dramatic 
restraint. It is adult entertainment, 
simple, forthright, and meaningful. 
Leo Ciccri's "Canada and the 
Theatre" is a cogent. Informative 
discussion which should Interest 
many readers. 

LAW, MEDICINE, HISTORY 

Perhaps the most thoughtful ar 
tide Is H. Theodore Blockley's 
"Humanism and Formalism in the 
Law." The example concerning the 
Nuremberg trials which illustrates 
his thesis may leave room for ar 
gument, but this is frequently what 
effective non-fiction ought to do. 
'The Time Element In Literature", 
by Patricia Johnston, is full of 
scholarly discussion. The fact that 
it does not lead to any particular 
point is not too disappointing be- 
cause it docs put forth much per- 
tinent information. 

On the other hand, the point of

Finishing with six victories and as 
many defeats, statistics show that 
the Redmen administered four 
straight setbacks to the Gunners 
while splitting with Central "Y" 
and losing all four to YMHA Blues. 

Howie Ryan's Raiders were never 
under sixty points in clashes with 
the 37th Regiment five, and three 
times went on the rampage to rack 
up more than seventy-five mark 
ers. One of these performances was 
a record shattering 86-43 drubbing 
handed out by the locals on Jan. 
28th. 

It is surprising to note that al 
though they won only one game in 
twelve, the Gunners gave the YM 
HA Blues their only beating in 
that lone triumph. 

Each club in the MBL was spark- 
ed by an individual star through 
out the season, and in every case 
except for that of the champion 
Blues, the team faltered if this 
player was missing from the line- 
up.

If they will only listen to 
her voice and then realize that it is 
easily heard; if they will only 
watch her every controlled gesture 
and remember to try 'that' some- 
time; if they will only see how 
she enters into every character, in 
mannerism, accent and posture, 
they will gel much more than just 
the emotional impact of a master- 
ful performance.

McGill Students 
To Aid Eskimos 



Ottawa, March 3.— A young man 
flew into the north today on a long, 
cold and important fishing trip. 

The Fisheries Research Board 
anounced that Henry Hildcbrand. 
a McGill University student, left 
Montreal by air on a 1,300-milc 
tri pto Ungava Bay to help Ihc 
Eskimos supplement their meagre 
food supply by developing their 
fisheries. 

Operation Site 
The Board Is sponsoring the ex- 
pedition with the co-operation of 
the Resources Department and the 
R.C.A.F. 

Mr. Hildcbrand's scene of opera- 
tions will be at two large fresh- 
water lakes several miles west of 
the isolated Hudson's Bay Com 
pany trading post at Fort Chimo. 

Reaching the lakes by dogsled, 
the young zoology student expects 
to spend two weeks fishing through 
the ice to obtain biological data 
on the whitefish artic char and lake 
trout. One of the lakes is Lake 
Mendry, some six miles long, while 
the other is still unnamed. Both 
feed into False river which empties 
into Ungava Bay. 

The board said Federal officials 
have been aware of an increasing 
native food shortage in these sub- 
arctic areas; because of the dcple 
lion of seal and walrus herds. In 
recent years the natives chiefly 
depended on white fox for food and 
clothing but there has been a peri- 
odic scarcity of these animals. 

The food fish, Arctic char, plays 
an important part in Eskimo econ- 
omy but the winter habits of these 
fish still are unknown to man.

motion by the School of Physical 
Education a vote was called for, 
without allowing any further dis- 
cusion on the original amendment 
to the constitution as proposed by 
the S.E.C. To pass this motion a 
two-thirds majority was required, 
yet on the show of hands there 
was no count taken. I, and many 
others, doubt seriously whether this 
majority was obtained, yet in spite 
of the importance of the motion, 
and in spite of objections from the 
floor, Mr. Ballon declared the mo- 
tion passed. This type of handling 
of democratic parliamentary pro- 
cedure leaves much to be desired. 

As a member of the undergrad- 
uate body of the Faculty of Dent- 
istry I wish to state that we do not 
accept the so-called passing of this 
motion as final. Although we agree 
in principle that a more equitable 
distribution of representation is 
necessary, we question the right of 
the S.E.C. to remove the represent- 
ative of a recognized Faculty and 
amalgamate it with the Faculty of 
Medicine under one representaive 
when it is a foregone conclusion 
that the representative shall always 
be a medical student due to the 
overwhelming number of "meds" 
to "dents". By all means give re- 
presentation to those schools not 
yet represented, but in the process 
do not place any faculty in such 
an unfavourable position. 

Let me state then that we shall 
fight this amendment with all the 
means in our power and carry our 
objections to the highest nuthori-

Then I was summoned to the secre- 
tariat in Paris. Williams informed 
mc that he was in possesion of 
material that clearly showed that 
I was a Fascist. One of my aides 
had been under orders to spy on 
me and to report to the central 
committee all my movements and 
utterances, he said. Thereupon I 
was handed h document saying that 
I had been excluded from the Fed- 
eration for being a "Fascist beast." 
I was escorted back to my office 
where my brief-case was examined 
before I got permission to Jcavc." 

At the Praha Youth Festival the 
Socialist youth organizations in 
Western Europe were denounced 
as being semi-Fascist and con- 
trolled by "American dollar capi- 
tal." Later on all Danish organ- 
izations, with the exception of the 
robots, were excluded on the same 
charge. 

Local Commies will, I am sure, 
be ready to assert that then of 
course those organizations must 
have been Fascist. In refutation 
let mc just point to the fact that at 
a time when the robots were busy 
committing incest with Hitler, the 
now excluded youth organizations 
fought against that same gentleman 
in a cruel and merciless guerrilla 
war. That is not the way in which 
you cam the title of "Fascist." 

After their return from Praha 
some of the McGill emissaries ex- 
pressed the wish that at future 
Youth Festivals Canada be more 
satisfactorily represented. If this 
country is in possession of any 
decency at all, it had better turn 
its back to Communist ventures ol 
this kind— now and in all future. 
Whatever their names — Youth 
Festival or Youth Seduction, their 
aim remains the same: betrayal of 
democracy. 

A short while ago the Norwegian 
Federation of I abor Youth (no 
Fascist organization that) withdrew 
from the W. F IX Y. Let me con- 
clude by quoting the declaration it 
issued on that occasion: 

"The World Federation is a 
clumsily camouflaged Communist 
Youth lnterna'.ional. Through its 
resolutions and its work it is foster- 
ing hatred against the youth of 
Western Europe and America, 
thereby wrecking the work for 
peace." 

But of course Moscow has its 
answer ready. And the robots 
(God save them) will know how to 
pass it on.

Expansion of Trade 
At the conclusion of the debate. 
John Sangster of the CCF, while 
supporting the nationalization of 
natural resources, insisted on 
democratic parliamentary proced- 
ure and warned the Members of 
the House that the past record of 
the government would not guaran- 
tee democratic methods. 

The government then summed 
up Its case against "American 
domination of Canadian economy," 
and recommended a greater de- 
velopment of industry and inter- 
national trade, "particularly with 
the democracies in Eastern Eu- 
rope". 

The House Speaker, Prof. J. M. 
Mallory of the Economics Dept., 
was then thanked by the Prime 
Minister for "two years of impar- 
tial and democratic services" to 
McGill's model parliaments.
